We all know ftom the reé‘resh- 
ingly frank and detatled descrip- 
tions of the fighting,, which the 
censer has permitted to come 
through since the great offensive 
has been lauriched, just what ad_| 
vantage has ten gaines, just 
how much. territory has heen 
reconquered, just how many pris- 
oners have teen taken, and ap- 
proximatdy how great have been 
the total casualties of the enemy. 
But we have learned something 
more valuable than all that — if 
we. have looked into the sagnifi- 
cance of the Germans’ resistance 
of the British advance in com 
parison with the much less stren- 
uous opposition they have offer- 
ed to the French. 

When the attack was launched) 
it was at once discovered that 
the enemy had put forth his 
greatest efforts to stop the Brit- 
ish at any cost. He thus admit- 
ted that he knew this was the 
attack that was to he pressed 
home with the utmost. persist- 
ence and determnaticn. This, 
while interest:ng, is mot helpful. 
The helpful discovery was that 
revealed im the comparatively 
scant resistance offered to the 
French advance. 

Some writers have expressed 
the opinion that the énemy lines 
opposing the French were not 
held in greater strength merelv 
because the Germans were con- 
vinced that our Ally ha@ suffered 
such .losses at Verdun, and is 
still so hard pressed there that 


a serious offensive on another 
part of the front could not be 
undertaken. Such a conclusion 
is scarcely justified. It would 


seem much more reasonable to 
believe that the enemy is and 
always has\been pretty well in- 
formed concerning both the Brit- 
ish, and the French resourees 
Therefore. it would seer to be 
much more reasonable to believe 
that the enemy, understanding 
how great the menace on the 
British front really was, concen- 
trated what he regarded.as ade- 
quate forces to meet it, and did 
not then have enough addtional 
power available to challenge the 
French more seriously than he 
has so far done. 

This conclus’on is hirhly grati 
fying—but it is not unduly opti- 
mistic. Why should we not ex 
pect the enemy’s man supply to 
be running short? There need be 
no mystery concerning it. We 
know Germanty’s population. We 
therefore know th? possi de num- 
ber of men she orizinally had a- 
vailable. We know that for near- 
ly two years the central powers 
have been almost constantly on 
the offensrve. We know the num- 
ber of hosti'e troops that have 
been captured. We know what 
our own loss:s have besn. We 
know approximatcly, therefore, 
to what extent the ememy’s for-! 
ces have been reduoed. The 
most reliable mi'itary experts 
have calculat-d from th se data 
that Germany ard Austria are 
today fighting practically w.th 
out reserves. In such cil cum 
stances, with the Allies cond ict 
ing a Vigorous offinsive on three 
fronts at once, it would appear 
to be mathematically necessary 
fur the enemy to make a choice 
of alternatives, and either ne 
glect the French line to hold the 
British, or risk the chance cof de 
feat by both French and British 
bv offering eyual and possi ly in 
adequate G@pposition to each It

We should not expect

Indeed, it will te surpris- 
ing if it should come then. 
must remember that the enemy 
has been fixed in his present posi- 
tion for nearly two years. Dur- 
ing that period he has had am 
ple time—which he has not wast- 
ed—to convert the whole hattle- 
front into one solid fortress 
more than three hundred miles 
long. Even an old-time fortress 
was exnected to hold out for a 
considerable time. Therefore we 
ought not toexpect the most 
nearly impregnatle one that has 
ever been constructed to fall 
after a few days or even wecks 
of assault—in spite of the al- 
most increditle powcr of mod- 
erm artillery. 

The present assault differs 
from all previous attacks in that 
it iS not an attempt to rush 
fortified works that cannot be 
tushed. This offcnsive is in all 
respects a stege. Hich explosives 
blow the defences off the face of 
the earth. The infantry then ad- 
vances and consolidates the po- 
sitions gained. Then the artil- 
lery advances to the same rela- 
tive position to the front lines 
of the infantry that it formerly 
occupied, and repeats the opera- 
tion. This process must te kept 
up until all defences, in succeed 
ing rows has been destroyed. 
Then, and not till then, can true 
freld operations be. undertaken 
and an advance on a lar,e scale 
be recorded. 

All this takes time—but time, 
however valuable, is cheap in 
comparison to the value of the 
lives that are saved by makiny 
haste slowly and surely. We 
can afford, therefore, to te pa- 
tient, even in these anxious 
days—patie-t in the knowledye 
that the war has entered upon 
its final stage, that we have for 
the first time seriously taken the 
initiative away from the enemy, 
and that the more deliberate the 
operations are the smaller will 
be the numter of those who will 
have to mourn the loss of dear 
ones who are offer:‘nz their lives 
for their country.

FRENCH SOCIALISM

BIG BUSINESS 

Sir Rider Haggard, who is 
touring the British Overseas Do 
minions as honorary representa 
tive of the Royal Colonial Insti 
tute, to ascertain what oppor 
tunities and facilities the Do 
minions are likely te ofer to 
British ex-service men after th 
war, is due to arrive in Van 
couver tomorrcw. He is now on 
the last leg of h’s long journey, 
having already visited South 
Africa, Australia, amd New Zea 
land. In Canada he wi. meet 
representatives of all the pro 
vinces at a confirience now being 
arrenged by Sir Jam s Lougheed, 
of Calgary, to te held in Ot- 
tawa at an early date. 

In view of the importance of 
Sir Rider’s mission it is inter- 
esting to know what measure of 
success he has achieved in the 
other Dominions visited. In 
South Africa the authorities ex- 
pressed .sympathy with the gene 
ral stheme, but explained that 
the field for ex-service men on 
the land thcre would be very 
Jimited unless they were in pos 
session of suthcient funds to em 
ploy labor. Something will be 
done, but it is not yet known 
what. 

In Rhodes'a the British South 
Africa company has dec.ded to 
set aside a tract of half a mil- 
lion acres for such ex-service men 
of the British army as feel in- 
clined to try their luck on the 
land in that part of the world. 


Australia bas taken hold of the 
project with commendable vigor. 
Tasmania‘ will provide for 300 
British soldiers and as many 
more aS financial arranz ements 
can be made for. Victoria will 
extend to all United Kingdom 
ex-service men and their families 
the same advantages as regards 
land settlement or otherwise 
that are to be given to returned 
Ausirclian <:old.ers, it leing stip- 
ulated that the men are to be 
selected in Enghand in some ap- 
proved fashion. West and South 
Australia, willido the same, and 
Queensland is prepared to give a 
million acres for land set't'ement 
provided it can borrow , the 
money. New South Wales will 
give a minimum of one thousand 
irrigatcd farms and equal treat- 
ment regarling employment. 

The federal povernment of Aus. 
stralia proposes to provid: loans 
to the various states f« the 
purpose of making advances a- 
gamst imorovements and for 
stock and implements, the money 
to be loan d to solder gs t.lers 
at cost. The Australian plan 
proposes the placing of 42,000 
soldiers on the land at a cost of 


£23,000,000 in the shape of 
loans, which will ultimate'y be 
repaid with some loss in inter 
est, which is to be shared equal 


ly by the various states and the 
federal government. 

In New Zealand 87,000 
of land have already teen set 
aside for the soldiers, and 400, 
Q0OO more acres have been pro 
visionadly neservell. The expec 
tation is that this land will also 
be open to British 
men 

From the a’ it

Each Jand bank will have a capital 
stock of at least $500,000. This stock

not subscribed for in a definite time 
will subseribed by the United States 
covernment The capital thus) fur- 
nished will be suppled to farmers 


through co-operative farm loan asso- 
ciations made up of ten or more farm 
ers. The local association would ob 
tain its charter through the land bank 
of its district 

Deserving farmers desirous of ‘bor- 
rowing would take stock in the farm 
loan association up to 5 per cent. of 
his loan. This assocration then would 
take an equal amount of stock in the 
land bank, which would value the se- 
curity offered by the association which 
in turn looks after the farmers’ secur 
ity On martgages amounting to $50, 
000 a bank micht issue a like amount
